This would 
course, be the south main line 
of the company, and it would doubt- 
less be one of the most heavily tra- 
velled in the whole of the Dominion, 
These are the plans of tie Grand 
Trunk Pacific in regard to Regina, 
according to information given to the 
mayor, 
Big Plans for Regina. 

Other plans of the Grand ‘Trunk 
Pacific on a magnificent scale are be- 
ing laid-for Regina. D'Arcy Tate, 
solicitor for the company, was in Re- 
gina yesterday interviewing Mayor 
Williams and members of the city 
council in regard to the entrance of 
that railway, and) between informa- 
tion given by him and. information 
which Mr, Chamberlain, general man- 
ager, gave to.

DOCTOR’S ERROR 
WAS RESPONSIBLE 


Man ‘Had Sunstroke But Doctor 
Called It Epilepsy—Was 
Nearly Deported 


Ottawa, July 26—An error by an 
Ontario, physician seems responsible 
for an apparent case of injustice by 
the immigration department. A man 
uamed John Butler, who came out 
from Norwich, England, in 1905, spent 
three years in Canada, and “went 
home” in November, 1908.

According- 
ly upon the strength of the doctor's 
certificate, Butler was ordered to be 
deported. He was taken to Montreal 
to await the action of the department 
and was held there pending a decision.

If the 
West can shaw him what it really 
means what # says in regard to fiscal 
policy and is likdly to back this up 
with its votes Str Wilfrid will not 
hesitate to make a move in the di- 
rection desired. But #{ must not be 
forgotten that «ith every politician 
purely polttical considerations must 
bear rreight.

West and are face to face with the 
West itself. Goue are the men who 
are discounting what the West is to. 
do for them. ‘Come are the men jwho 
are doing it, and. who shave axes of 
their own to grind. 

Better than two fnmndred delegates 
from as many grain grojwers’ socie- 
ties met Sir Wilfrid today and talked 
to him like Dutch uncles. Here at 
fast avas the real thing. Here are ithe 
anen upon whose g1ccess all of us are 
gambling, whether we are in com- 
merce, in industry, in finanee or in 
any other arm of business. Sunburn- 
ed,. variously tbearded, out of teuch 
with fashion; but keen, carnest, hard- 
headed, right up with prhat is happen- 
ing in the world, and able to express 
themselves vigorously, clearly and to 
the purpose. Flattery is not in their 
line, DMhey call a spade a spade and 
they do not conceal a feeling that 
here and there they are getting ‘the 
nvorst of it from the rest of ms. They 
read carefully prepared statements of 
how the tariff hits them. So much, 
they calculate, goes to the common 
treasury from tke tariff on imple- 
ments, many times more to the manu- 
facturers; something to the govern- 
ment for cotton duties, many ‘times 
more to the cotton mrakers; a unit to 
the treasury for cement duties, a cou- 
ple of millions to the cement makers, 
who have merged their interests the 
better to take their tolls. Whoever 
gains, the farmer pays. They ¢hem- 
selves have to sell in the face of the 
world, but they must buy in restrict- 
ed markets. They want fair play. They 
want for themselves a little more of 
the hounty that their pork pours into 
the horn of plenty. They want a 
tariff for revenue only. They don’t 
want protection on grain. ‘They say 
they don’t want to nrake the Jot of tha 
Briciyh factory opermvive harder by 
demanding a preference; that they do 
want for their famikes the nvoollens 
which all must lave in this cold cl- 
mate. (They ask the governnent to do 
its ‘best, consistent with honor, to 
seal a more extensive interchange of 
products mith ‘the States. 

They believe they are robbed by 
the. elevator companies; worse, they 
have the prongs, for on their com- 
plaint the guitt has deen broughe 
home to several. They have proved 
that at the terminal clevators, at the 
Jake head, bad avheat is mixed with 
good wheat; the value of the highest 
quality so deprecated, with the re- 
sult that they have to take for their 
best grain a price telaw what. it is 
worth; that they are charged for 
cleaning wheat which is not cleaned; 
that they store wheat to keep prices 
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kup which is lent to expotrers and so 


used "to keep the price dawn. 

They want the ‘Hudson ‘Bay Raiiway 
completed at once, and. they want it 
kept ffor all railways to use. t 

They want an abattoir which owvill 
encourage a dressed meat trade, leav- 
ing them the chance to raise cattle 
that «will ibring in millions. 

‘Phey want a farmer on the railway 
commission. 

In short, they want a fair deal all 
around, and a chance to keep for them- 
selves a share of the avealth they 
produce. 

They are willing to spend it on 
implements, ‘buggies, houses, ‘cloth- 
ing, the necessaries and comforts of 
life, which nvill support real industry 
elsewhere. 

They don’t want to be gouged out 
af the fruits of their labors by tariffs, 
freight tolls, clevator tricks, apd they 
are mightily in carnest about it. 

The East may as avell realize that.

SHORT LIVED WORKERS 


Woes of Literary Work Described by 
Sir Malcolm Morris in Cassell’s— 
—Some Noted Examples. 


The diffieulties of literarv men and 
ether strenuous brain workers to 
make their daily task harmonize with 
their rebellious digestive apparatus are 
notorious. The Medical Record, in 
discussing this matter recently, points 
out that the brain exertion or rather 
undue mental effort, induces fatigue 
possibly to a greater extent than does 
excessive physical exertion. 

Like the muscles, the brain is liable 
to fatigue and mental strain will af- 
fect injuriously the digestion and will 
bring changes in the blood and con- 
sequently will injure the circulatory 
system, In Cassell’s Marazine for May 
Sir Malcolm Morris discourses in- 
structively in regard to the bad influ- 
ences the mental stress and strain of 
literary life may exert on the body. 

A. man who engages in literary or 
journalistic work at high pressure 
draws largely upon the fount of vitei- 
ity, and in most cases will suffer fr 
his recklessness in the long run. 
Brain work caried to the point. of 
fatigue for a continued period will in- 
most instances causé@\actual waste of 
tissuc, and will produce various phases 
of dyspepsi: not infrequentl;  cul- 
minating in ‘chronic intestinal auto- 
intoxication, bringing in its train neu- 
rasthenia in its many manifestations. 

Sleepless Night Harm. .. .. 

One of the main causes of mental 
strain brought to the braking point 
is night work with lack of sleep. 
Want of healthy exercise and unsuit- 
able dict are other important con- 
tributor causes. Eyestrain also is a 
factor. of considerable importance 
when ‘considering th ill-health of 
many literary men. The fact also 
must be taken into account that at 
the commencement of their carcer 
literary men are forced to contend 
with poverty with its accompaniments 
of anxiety and worry, and are unable 
cither-to work or to live in the man- 
ner best fitted to conserve their. 
health. 

To take ‘a few examples of well- 
known literary men, Carlyle’s name 
is one of the first to sugest itself, 
He was notoriously of the bilious 
type; this Vilious temp::meat tnged 
all his writings and saturated some 
of his work. Moreover he is suid to 
have been an injudicious cater, and 
perhaps smoked more thad was: so0d 
for him. However, his constitutica 
was sound, for he lived to a g:ecn 
old age. Darwin, again attained old 
age, although he was a martyr io 
headaches, which accordius to George 
M. Gould, were wholly due to eve- 
strain. Spencer was anotaer indc- 
fatigable worker who sufiered much 
from dyspepsia, but who reached an 
age beyond the ordinary spas of Ure. 

Tireless Men. 

Tolstoi is a conspicuous evanyde of 
the literary man who, while uisiue 
full toll of his brain power, has tived 
on the whole a healthy tie. M. rk 
Twain throughout his life of sevents- 
five years enjoyed fair health; |. 
worked thard, played hard, his sole 
excess being in the consumption cf 
cigars. 

Anthony Trollope was most. pro- 
ably the best example of a well-known 
writer who lived by routine, that is to 
say so far as his literary output was 
concerned. He wrote so many words 
a day, no more no less, and spent the 
remainder of his time in exercise and 
amusement. 

Burned Out. 

There have been literary men of 
genius vého (have absolutely killed 
themselves by burning the candle at 
both ends. Balzac was undoubtedly 
one of these. He would work un- 
ceasingly for days and nights at a 
Stretch, consuming! large quantities of 
black, strong coffee, and he would am- 
use ‘himself in the same strenuous 
manner. Poe is another man who 
committed suicide in a somewhat simi- 
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lar way, though there was, maybe a 
strain of degeneracy in his mental 
and physical make-up. 

The list of celebrated literary sen 
who lave shortened their dass by 
nivutal stress and sirain is long, anid 
the ist of unsuccessful and neadeese 
literary men who have done the same 
thing is far larger. As a rule, those 
who have made a name are not coin- 
pelled to use their brains to excess, 
and need not deny themselves rest 
and amusement, but those who have 
failed must do both.

POTTER REPLIES 


THE EDMO 


TO CITY COUNCIL 


New York Expert Says It Re- 
quires Time and Thought to 
Make Report 


HAS SAVED CITY'S MONEY 


Other Business Taken Up at the 
Meeting of the Commission- 
ers Yesterday 


In answer to the commissioners’ 
Ietter stating that he iwas going into 
too minute details in’ the preparation 
of his report on the nvater supply, a 
somewhat Jengthy letter was read at 
the regular meeting of the city com- 
missioners yesterday afternoon, in 
which ‘Mr. Alex Potter, the New York 
engineer, contended t hat he ‘was not 
undertaking “work that was not au- 
thorized. (He stated that the prepa- 
ration of sucha report as he was mak- 
ing required some time besides con- 
siderable thought, 

Mr. Potter said in part: 

“Tt is a duty a city owes to a con- 
sulting engineer once employed, to 
allow him itime enough to evolve the 
best solution of the problem entrusted 
to him. This is all the more apparent 
in my case since recommendations al- 
ready made by me have saved the is- 
suance of over $225,000 debentures 
for at Jeast eight months, meaning a 
saving of over $5000 in interest 
charges, a sium greatly in excess of 
what my 
design are likely to be. ‘Again in 
place of expending $225,000 for a san- 
itary sewer outlet alone, 1 am recom- 
mending a plan mvhich provides for 
an outlet to cost only. $100,000, and 
this large enough for both storm wa- 
ter and sewage, thus making possible 
‘the reclamation for useful purposes 
of the valley of Rat Creek from the 
present sewer outlet to the Saskatche- 
wan river, a distance of over a enile 
and a half.” 

Mr. ‘Potter also stated that all the 
details required in connection ‘with 
this year’s extensions have been cont 
pleted and that he was now applying, 
his whele atfention to the general de- 
sign. He stated that a double sys- 
tem of conduits, one for storm and 
the other for sewage would be requir- 
ed according tto his scheme. 

C. P, R. Guarantee 

In connection with the payment to 
the C. P. R. by the city of the sum 
of $100,000 in ‘connection with tha 
construction of the ‘high level bridge, 
Mayor Lee stated that no funther au- 
thority was necessary to make the 
payment, as it will ibe donwarded to 
the railway company this week. Of 
this amount, however, $17,361 is 
Strathcona's share and the transpon- 
tine city will be notified shat the 
money is due. 

A communication from the (Drum- 
mond-McCal?. (Company was read 
which contained that company’s agree- 
ment to tthe cancellation of the order 
for fastenings, used in’ connection 
with street railway constriiction. The 
reason for the cancellation jwas ‘the 
statement by the company to the ef- 
fect that they could not be in a posi- 
tion to supply the fastenings until 
September.

City Offers Company $20 Per 
Horsepower Per Annum 
Here 


BUT IT’S $25 IN CALGARY 


Other Things in the Offer May 
Make a Difference, 
Though 


As the city of Caigary has under 
consideration a tender from the 
Western Canada Power and Develop- 
ment Company to supply that city 
with electrical power, it might be in- 
teresting to note, the comparison be- 
tween the offer made to Calgary and 
the offer made by the board of com- 
misisoners of the city of Edmonton 
to the Edmonton Heat and Power 
Company. When the Edmonton Heat 
and Power Company first approached 


@ithe city in reference to the matter 


they offered to supply power at $35 
per horse power per annum, which 
the commissioners would not agree to, 
but in turn offered $20 per horse pow- 
er, a considerable reduction. To this 
the company agreed, and in connec- 
tion with which the city comimission- 
ers have been preparing a report to 
present to council. 

When the Edmonton Heat and 
Power Company made their original 
offer to the commissioners, they quot- 
ed figures which they stated represent- 
ed what Calgary and Winnipeg were 
paying for power. They stated that 
the former city was entering into an 
agreement with the Western Canada 
Power and Development Company, to 
pay $35 per horse power 

At any rate, whatever the original 
offer made to Calgary was, the offer 
now stands at $25 per horse power 
per annum. Further details of the of. 
fer made to Calgary are: That the 
company would take care of the step 
down; that the position of the re- 
ceiving station would be outside the 
city limits in a westerly direction; 
that the city of Calgary would have 
the right to take extra power by six 
months' notice in 500 horse ower 
units. Further, the company stated 
that they would agree to pay as li- 
quidated damages on failure to suc: 
ply energy at an appointed time, the 
sum of $100 per day, for each day that 
power was not forthcoming, after the 
set date. But, if'the compans was 
enabled to supply the power priov to 
the contract time, the city was to give 
asa bonus $50 for each day, that en- 
ergy was supplied prior to the ap- 
pointed day.
